Weekly 
coal production estimates are based on current trends in weekly rail carloadings 
of coal and current coal production trends as reported in Coal Distribution 
(Form ElA-6), monthly and quarterly coal production reports from State mine 
agencies, and Coal Production Annual (Form EIA-7a).

Production of Pennsylvania anthracite in the week ended July 9, 
1983, as estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 

57.000 short tons, a decrease of 6,000 short tons or 9.5 percent 
frctn production in the previous week. Production in the correspond- 
ing week of 1982 was 66,000 short tons. Anthracite production frctn 
January 1 through July 9, 1983 totaled 2,183,000 short tons, 16.7 
percent below production in the sane period of 1982.
